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AS Senate Supports Bus Shelters

The Associated Students 
Senate yesterday passed a 


resolution that bus shelters should 
be provided for bus riders. The 
resolution goes to CSUS President 
James Bond 

The senate cited the necessity of 
developing alternate means of 


transportation and stated they 
“will endeavor to work 
cooperatively with the ad- 


ministration, faculty and any other 
related group towards the 
realization of permanent bus 
shelter facilities on this campus.” 
Bus shelters would encourage 
drivers to abandon their cars for 
the bus. 

The resolution went on to say 
the Associated Students would 
appeal to the Chancellor's Office if 
necessary to obtain the shelters. 

Of top priority is the ad- 
ministration building bus stop for 
which Senator David Herbst of the 
transportation committee reported 
on an idea for a bus shelter. It 
would be an eight-sided building 
seating 25. 

The idea was presented as anin- 
formational item to the senate. The 
transportation committee will be 
submitting the idea to contractors 
and soliciting input on the shelter’s 


specification and approximate cost 
before the senate takes action on 
the proposal 

In other action, the senate en- 
dorsed the women’s advocate 
Position on campus. The position 
1S a two-vear experiment expiring 


the 1974 fall semester, explained 
Freda Smith of the women's ad- 
vocate advisory committee. 

She is already gathering en- 
dorsements of the position because 
she anticipates President Bond will 
try to eliminate the position when 
its term expires next year, she said 

The senate endorsed CSUS par- 
ticipation in “Who's Who Among 
Students in American Universities 
and Colleges.” A committee will be 
set up to establish criteria that wall 
be sent ot hte various departments 


The departments will choose a 
total of 36 students for CSUS’ 
Who's Who. 

A statute revision concerning 
organization publicity authored by 
Senator Hank Castro was referred 
to the statutes committee 

The senate recognized Sons & 
Ancestors Players as a new campus 
organization 

Senator Fred Mayer = an- 
nounced the formation of a student 
grades appeal board for the arts 
and scrences departments

By the teme the photographer 
was at the other end of the building 
the responses were that they didn’t 
have any heaters. When he tried to 
press the issue by pointing to what 
appeared to be a small heater under 
the desk of one of the ad- 
ministrators, the door was pulled 
shut 





[he maintenance department, 
the same crew that cut off all our 
window handles, ts responsible for 
setting the thermostats at 68 
degrees and controlling building 
temperatures. Fred Lythgoe of the 
maintenance depart Ment said, “We 
are doing the best we can. As far as 
people using electric heaters there 
is no regulation that says they have 
to remove them.” 


University Business Manager 
Stan Pretzer said, “A statement on 
the energy crisis from the 


President's (Bond) office should be 
out the first of next week... Till then 
nothing can be done.” 

According to Pretzer the 
heaters have been accumulated 
over the years and no one can con- 
trol their use until he finishes con- 
sulting everyone and the report is 
submitted to President Bond, ap- 
proved and returned. 

Ron Quals of the customer ser- 
vice department for P.G.&E. said, 
“Coil heaters have no heating value 
at all. They are just a big loss of 
electricity. All they do is warm 
your feet. Long pants and wool 
socks can do that much cheaper.” 

If the energy shortage is today’s 
crisis, why can’t anyone do anyth- 
ing about it until tomorrow? Why 
must people wait for rules and 
regulations to make them take ac- 
tions to do what's necessary for the 
good of their own future? 


Dorm Residents Protest Food Service, Receive Refund

Summoning powers of intes- 
tinal fortitude (as some said), 
about 200 dorm residents marched 
to the cafeteria Wednesday night. 
The residents carried the coffin of 
one of their supposedly deceased 
members with them, feeling the 
connection between his condition 
and the state of the food to be ob- 
vious, 

Providing entertainment during 
the dinner hour was the “Food Ser- 
vice Follies”, which was a biend of 
some bad jokes, some good jokes, 
and a musical sing-a-long Bob 
Leach, who acted as the Johnny 
Carson-style M.C. for the evening, 
peppered his act with one liners 
such as: “The food was so bad, the 
forks went on strike. Don’t let me 
die out here tomght, they may serve 
me tomorrow. The food here is so 


bad, Linda Lovelace would gag.” 

To the surprise of many znd to 
the credit of most, no tables were 
overturned, no food was thrown, 
and angry confrontations did not 
take place during the evening. The 
protest show itself was ent ning 
as many people did not scalize the 
potential talent lurking about the 
dormitory halls. 


Food quality is not the only 
bone of contention that dorm 
residents hive had this year with 
the Hornet Foundation and Food 
Service. A great deal of the frus- 
tration on the part of dorm 
residents centers around the new 
dining commons which was sup- 
posed to be finished last spring. 
Dates given since then for com- 
pletion have included various days 
in October, November, and 
December 


Many Hornet Foundation 
people are as frustrated with the 
lack of completion of the dining 
commons as dorm residents are 
The contract for the dining com- 
mons is between the Chancellor's 
office and the individual con- 
tractors involved. Until the project 
is completed, housing officials 
have no control over it. 


Residents have been notified 
that a refund is coming soon 
Dorm residents had paid money 





toward the bond on the new dining 
commons. Because of this and the 
inconvenience caused to residents, 
a refund check of $35 will be made 
available to each resident on Dec. 
17. 


Recently remedied was an ap- 
parent violation of the Food Ser- 
vice contract with the dorm 
residents. A booklet, handed out to 
residents during the first weeks of 
school, contained the words, 
“SECONDS are allowed on al! 
food items and beverages on an 
unlimited basis.” However, until 
after Thanksgiving, residents were 
allowed a limit of $1.25 during the 
lunch meal. Seconds were not 
allowed during this time. This 
limitation was to keep residents 
from feeding people who did not 
live in the dorms

Iransportation Committee yester- 
day endorsed the idea of a shake 
shingled, eight-sided bus shelter 
seating 25 for the administration 
building bus stop 


The committee drew up 
guidelines on what they expected in 
the shelter and will be submitting 
the guidelines to contractors for 
specifications and cost estimates 
From there tt would go to the As- 
sociated Students Senate and then 
to the administration if approved 
by the senate 


The guidelines call tor an eight- 
sided building with an eight-sided 
shake-shingled roof with two en- 
trance ways. The walls would be 
three feet high and covered by 
shake on both sides with a bench 
running along th interior wall 


Removable, non-breakable 
glass could be removed in the 
summer to allow cc oling breezes to 
flow through 


At this time, the guidelines are 
only a prop osai. The committee 
intended he guidelines to 
represent their ideas so that the 
contractors would return with 
something close to what the com- 
mittee wanted rather than what the 
contractor envisions 


Committee member John 
Maciejewski first came up with the 
concept of a round open air bus 
shelter modeled after old park 
bandstands in his native New 
Hampshire. The bandstands are 
sti] in parks throughout New 
England, Maciejewski said, and 
are part of the area's heritage. The 
roundness was later modified into

The “seconds” provision was 
reviewed during the Thanksgiving 
break and it was decided that 
residents could have unlimited 
firsts. The dorm contract was taken 
to an attorney from the Civil Liber- 
ties Umon by some residents who 
were advised that a suit could be 
filed against Food Services for 
violation of their contract. When 
advised of this, Food Services 
instituted the current policy of 
unlimited seconds at all meals 

Recommendations made to 
Food Service, the Hornet Foun- 
dation and other parties by an ad 
hoc group of concerned residents 
included giving complete charge of 
the CSUS Residence Hall food 
operation for the remainder of this 
semester to Jack Buckingham, who 
was hired in July of this year as 
Residence Hall Food Service 
Manager. 

Also, it was recommended that 
Dave Lyman, who is serving in the 
Food Service capacity of Student 
Manager, be recognized as a 
student representative in a 
managerial level, rather than on an 
ordinary staff status 

Karl Lorentzen, director of the 
Hornet Foundation, listened to 


grievances trom this ad hoc group 
of residents early in the week. He 
agreed to place the cooks for the 
new dining directly 
under the supervision of Buc- 
kingham, for the dinner meal. He 
also stated that he would try to find 
a way for Buckingham to be ina 
position of greater responsibility as 
far as tood ordering was 
concerned

Lorentzen felt that if Lyman’s 
role was ineffective as it was, thenit 
should be changed. 


He also stated that, if the 
residents wished, a copy of the 
dorm contract could be given to all 
residents. 


Lorentzen expressed  frus- 
tration with the college community 
as a whole, because there is not 
much input as far as students are 
concerned. He said that students 
do a lot of griping, but that's 
usually as far as it goes. 


John Heath, director of 
housing, in commenting upon the 
entire situation said, “If we aren't 
meeting student needs in Housing 
or Food Service, we might soon 
find ourselves with empty 
Residence Halls.”

Is Questioned

Recently six dormitory cleaning 
personnel were placed on a seven 
day a week work schedule. Depen- 
ding on who you're listening to, 
that can be either good or bad 

Gordon Landsness, director of 
plant operations, under whose 
authority the clean up crew falls, 
explained they had always been on 
a seven day schedule. The old 
schedule called for the six to labor 
Monday through Friday with 
student help cleaning on the 
weekends without full-time super- 
vision 

When this arrangement was in 
effect, the dormitory cleaners were 
under the control of the Housing 
Office. They were transferred to 
the jurisdiction of the maintenance 
department this semester in order 
to free Housing to do more 
management level work for 
students rather than being bogged 


down overseeing maintenance 
details, according to John Heath of 
Housing. 


Landsness initiated the new 
work schedule to ensure “even 
supervision” and to “maintain an 
acceptable level of cleanliness.” 
Under the new schedule all six 
work Tuesday, Wednesday, and 
Thursday while three cover Friday 
through Monday 

The workers see no practical 
reason for the change and interpret 
itas a show of power by Landsness 

According to the workers, the 
Landsness schedule lowers the 
level of cleanliness because two of 
the half-staffed days, Monday and 
Friday, are heavy traffic days, thus 
work quality suffers. 

The remaining two days, Satur- 
day and Sunday, many students go 
home for the weekend. The student 
crews are capable of handling the 
situation, they say, as was done in 
the past. 

Also, residents do not want the 
cleaners poking around on the 

































medal of dishonor 
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weekends, a worker claimed. “This 
is the students’ home, how would 
you like someone cleaning your 
bathroom when you wanted to 
take a shower on Saturday mor- 
ning?” 



































Another worker claimed 25 to 
30 residents from each dorm have 
approached her and asked why she 
was working the weekend. At one 
point, residents supposedly were 
on the verge of drawing up a 
petition requesting the personnel 
be returned to their old five day 
schedule 


From one worker it was learned 
the de facto leader of the cleaners 
was called into Landsness’ office 
and given a verbal dressing down 
for harassing residents into starting 
the petition, an accusation that was 
denied by the “supervisor.” The 
cleaners have no formal crew 
supervisor 

A student talked to pointed out 
that Michigan State University, 
which the student had attended 
previousiy, has student weekend 
janitorial crews. Michigan State 
has 36 dormitories housing 18,000 
students. CSUS has three dor- 
mitories with 594 residents.

Carl Lorentzen, Hornet Foun- 
dation coordinator and bookstore 
manager. recently stated student 
complaints about bookstore prices 
“are simply not true.” 

Concerning similar accusations 
aimed at the school cafeteria, 
Lorentzen said, “There has been a 
10 per cent price increase since 
early September.” This 1s the first 
substantial increase in the last four 
years 

“The cafeteria is priced 
competitively. If the food service 
was subsidized by the university, 
prices could be lower.” 

Last year, the Hornet Foun- 
dation lost $63,000 on the 
cafeteria, profited $65,000 from the 
bookstore, and made $30,000 on 
the vending machines. This comes 
to an overall profit of $30,000, 
which, according to Lorentzen, is 
the lowest made in years 

Since the Hornet Foundation ts 
supposed to be a _ non-profit 
organization of CSUS, the $30,000 
profit previously mentioned can be 
difficult to understand. Lorentzen 
explained, “The foundation ts non- 
profit in terms that its board 
members do not receive a fee for 
being on the board. Actually, it 1s 
an auxiliary enterprize of CSUS 
an educational institution.” 

The distribution of money 
made each year ts governed by a 
board of directors composed of 
faculty, students, an administrator, 
and community member. This 
board has set up a plant fund to 
regulate how and where the profits 
are spent. 

Each year, $22,500 are deducted 
from the plant fund to make an- 
nual building payments. The 
remaining funds go to building up 
working capital for the Hornet 
Foundation and also an unres- 
tricted equity. 


The unrestricted equity 1s 
divided among campus 
organ, trons for various pur- 


poses. Areas which have been 
recipients of these funds are AS 
Child Care Center, Alternative 
Education, Economic Opportunity 
Program, Residence Halls As- 
sociation and University Public 
Relations Fund. 

Criteria and guidelines for 
allocations are made “to find pro- 
jects that cannot be appropiately 
funded from federal or state 
government, the university, or 
other auxiliary organizations of 
the university...priority is given to 
those projects which benefit the 
greatest number of students, 
faculty and staff.” 

The board of directors declares 
any overall profit beyond five per 
cent of the gross operation will be 
used for price reduction. In past 
years, the Hornet Foundation has 
never exceeded this five per cent 
mark. 

In reaction to this in- 
consistancy, Lorentzen explained, 
“I don't think this reflects any 
malintent on the part of the board 
of directors. They need to re- 
evaluate their guidelines. Perhaps a 


two per cent profit would be more 


realistic.” 


Price reduction has to compete 
with the directors’ 
guidelines.

Microhes In Food More 
Dangerous Than Additives

Chemical additives in our food 
are more beneficial than many 
people realize stressed Dr. Emil 
Mrak in his lecture, “Chemical Ad- 
ditives in Our Food.” Speaking 
before a near capacity crowd inthe 
Playwright’s Theatre. the former 
chancellor of U.C. Davis and food 
technologist discussed the different 
categories of chemical additives 

Describing the quality of the 
food available in the U.S.. Mrak 
said, “We have today, without a 
doubt, the most diversified and 
safest food supply in the world. On 
the other hand we have the greatest 
numbers of worriers in the world 
about the safety of our food.” 

Mrak ran through the various 
grades of insecticides and argued 
there was nct enough evidence to 
support the claim that DDT is har- 
ful to humans and that the new 
phosphate insecticides being used 
are potentially more dangerous 

He pointed out a need to 
eliminate the chaotic 


present 











situation in regard to food safety 
He attributed the blame to the 
news media for creating sen- 
sationalized half truths about the 
facts 


“To my knowledge.” he con- 
tinued, “there have been no cases of 
harmful ingestion of foods con- 
taining additives.” Mrak stated 
that 93 per food in- 
toxication cases were caused by 
rather than chemicals 
He cited botulism as an example of 
this

microbes 


Mrak is seeking a Cooperative 
effort to help eliminate the fear and 
atmosphere of mistrust that the 
consumer finds himself in. “I 
believe we need a cooperative ef- 
fort to bring together science, 
government, universities. and in 
some way or another, consumers 
too. Until we have the understand- 
ing and the confidence of these 
groups we can expect to have one 
scare after another.” 


When asked about the Morning 
After Pill or DES, Mrak replied 
that the situation reflected the in- 
consistency between our strict food 
standards and our lenient drug 
standards. Farmers will not feed 
DES to their cows but druggists 
stock their shelves with it.

Cagers Sag in Second Half

“Rick is back on the club, and 
we hope he stays there.” Hornet 
coach Jack Heron said about his 
suspension of Rick Diregolo last 
week 

But he wants one thing to be 
perfectly clear, “I did tell Diregolo 
that he wasn’t going to make the 
trip.” Contrary to what I said in my 
last article. Besides a good coach 
would not do a thing like that toa 
player of Diregolo’s calibre. for 
that matter any player. Who's the 
fool who told me that? Well, so 
much for listening to Diregolo’s 
friends 

Oh, yes, about Saxton and 
Spence. They did not make the 
trip, so that explains why they did 
not play. Obviously. | have also 
been told that it is quite common to 
take ten players on a road trip of 
this sort. Why take more players 
when they might not play and run 
more expenses for food and 
housing” Besides, it is at the dis- 
gression of the coach as to how 
many players he takes along — and 
the size of bus he takes. 

Because of the limited budget of 
the athletic program, Herontooka 
bus up to the Northwest instead of 
a plane, to save money. Now sitting 
on a bus for — oh, I don't know, 
eight or nine hours must take 
something out of you. But Heron 
said his team was ready and does 
not think the long drive had that 
much effect. Well, he was right. 
Although outmatched, outsized 
and slower than the Oregon Ducks 
of the Pac-8, his determined 
Hornets led at the half 28-25. 

“We did an excellent job at con- 
trolling the ball,” remarked Heron, 
“I felt we really piayed well the 
whole game.” 

Whether it was the travel or not, 
that’s beside the point. The 
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Hornets fell apart somewhat in the 
second half, being outscored 42-25 

The point was a 6°8” reserve 
who came off the bench and hit 
seven baskets in nine attempts to 
give the Ducks the lead. Heron's 
charges tried to come back, coming 
within four points late in the game 
by pressing Oregon, but ended up 
losing 67-53 

After the well-played game in 
Eugene, Ore., Heron had this to 
say about their loss against Por- 
tland: “We didn’t play well at all 
We did not control the ball; mainly 
because Portland's defense gave us 
a lot of shots we could not pass up 
We were not playing our game 

The Hornets, after playing a 
hustling game the previous night 
against Oregon, started to make 
mistakes in the second half and the 
coach attributed it to the fact that 
his team was probably mentally 
and physically down from the 
Oregon game. 

Sac State came back from the 
96-74 defeat from Portland Satur- 
day night and arrived in Tacoma, 
Wash. to tackle the University of 
Puget Sound. And in Heron's 
words, played a super first half. His 
squad ran into their first zone 
defense and controlled the ball ex- 
tremely well. The key in beating the 
zone is to hit from the outside with 
consistency, and that they did, hit- 
ting 45 percent of their shots and 
leading 29-23 at the half. 

But again the Sacramentans fel! 
apart in the second half, being 
outscored 38-19. Although they hit 
from the outside, the Hornets were 
one of seven on shots within eight 
feet. And the team encountered 
another 6°8” reserve who helped 
put Puget Sound in front. From 
then on, the Hornets lost their 
composure and played like they 
were tired, Heron remarked. 

And now, CSUS goes on the 
road again to meet the University 
of Nevada, Reno, whom the 
Hornets defeated last year, at 
home. But the homecourt is always 
an advantage. The Nevadans have 
good personnel, all of whom are 
returning. The Wolfpack have 
already defeated Stanford and 
Louisiana State Universities. 

In this game, as well as others, 
Heron's squad is always the under- 
dog. The key to the Hornet's 
success will be how well they can 
contro! the ball, as Heron put 
it: “If we don't control the ball, it’l! 
be a long season.” 

With the personnel Heron has 
now, I feel it will be a long season, 
but a winning one.

your boots not only makes you skt 
better, but is worth large amounts 
of money in the simple comfort 
that it gives you. Most skiers have 
had a pair of boots that hurt just 
putting them on, and got progres- 
sively worse as you skied on them. 

Head is the first company to put 
an air bladder boot on the dealers 
shelves. They were supposed to be 
available in large quantities last 
year, but few got past the 
“demonstration on the slopes” 
stage. This year is different; the 
Koflach Aero Air, the Lowa Hit 
Air, and the Hochland Air Matic 
will join those Head Masters on the 
counter of your local shop. 

Not all the manufacturers are 
going to air boots — yet. The em- 
phasis though is less on custom 
foam and more on other, more ex- 
otic ways of matching boot to foot. 
Flow, a kind of flowable gel-like 
substance is big this year, and will 
give you a custom fit every time 
you put on your boots. Lange has a 
new improved version, Lange-Flo 
Il; Humanic has what it calls 
Dyno-Flo; and Trappeur has 
Constant-Fit. Hanson has a was 
fitted boot, Rosemount has plastic 
micro-baloons, and GE_ has 


silicone material for custom fitting. 
The trend is apparently away 
from the super stiff plastic boots 
that have dominated in the past, to 
a more comfortable softer boot 
that doesn't lose any of the control 
we've come to expect in a plastic 
boot. The day when we can custom 
assemble a pair of boots from parts 
on the dealers shelf isn’t too far 
away either. You'll be able to be 
fitted in critical areas with separate 
foot-beds, inner boots, heel pieces, 
etc. Your ski shop will custom fit 
each part to your leg and foot, and 
assemble them in the shop; br- 
inging closer the day when you can 
obtain a really close fitting, com- 
fortable pair of ski boots.
